Ex-BYU  Students  Build 
Image  in  Peace  Corps 


As  of  September  30,  1962,  11 
former  BYU  students  had  joined 
some  1,106  volunteers  to  repre- 
sent their  nation  through  the 
Peace  Corps. 

These  volunteers  represent  50 
states,  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Is- 
lands and  Guam  and  are  serving 
18  countries  in  Africa,  Latin 
America,  the  Far  East,  Near  East, 
and  South  Asia. 

THE  PEACE  Corps  was  estab- 
lished Sept.  22,  1961  by  Congress 
with  three  primary  objectives  in 
mind: 

1.  Help  the  people  of  interested 
countries  meet  their  needs  for 
trained  man  power. 

2.  Help  people  being  served, 
reach  a better  understanding  of 
American  life. 

3.  Help  American  people  gain 
a better  understanding  of  cit- 
izens in  other  countries. 

THE  NEED  for  a corps  such 
as  this  was  determined  after  a 
study  conducted  by  a Presidential 
task  force  of  needs  particularly 
in  Africa  and  Asia. 

While  going  only  where  they 
are  invited,  volunteers  assigned 
to  work  for  both  government 


and  privately-owned  organiza- 
tions within  the  foreign  country. 

Volunteers  serve  two  years  as 
‘doers,’  not  ‘advisers,’  without 
salary  or  draft  exemption.  How- 
ever, each  volunteer  is  provided 
with  a living  allowance  which 
enables  them  to  live  in  a man- 
ner comparable  to  co-workers. 

SPECIAL  PRIVILEGES  are 
denied  Peace  Corps  members  and 
the  standard  of  their  success  is 
measured  by  job  performance. 

Single  students  over  18  and 
married  couples  having  no  de- 
pendents under  18  could  qualify 
if  they  have  an  adequate  knowl- 
edge of  the  customs  and  lang- 
uage of  the  country  and  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Peace  Corps  does  not  re- 
quire a college  degree  but  the  se- 
lection is  made  from  those  who 
possess  the  highest  medical,  phy- 
chological  and  character  stand- 
ards.N 

The  hardships  of  Peace  Corps 
life  are  stressed  during  recruit- 
ment and  members  are  made  to 
realize  that  they  are  free  to  re- 
sign at  any  time.

BYU’s  wresting  team  ran  into 
a lot  of  trouble  as  they  traveled 
to  the  continental  divide  for  a 
pair  of  wrestling  meets  with 
some  of  the  top  talent  in  the  na- 
tion. The  clubs  from  Colorado 
State  College  and  Colorado  State 
University  proved  too  much  for 
the  young  Cougar  forces  as  they 
each  posted  lop-sided  wins  over 
Coach  Whitfield’s  charges. 

—.CSC  took  the  measure  of  the 
Cats  20-5  and  the  next  evening 
CSU  added  to  the  Y’s  miseries  an 
18-8  drubbing.  Coach  Whitfield 
explained  the  losses  as  just  too 
mu^h  man-power  for  his  grap- 
pler  to  cope  with.  Both  of  the 
Colorado  schools  claim  a wealth 
of  upper-class  talent  and  the  ex- 
perience proved  to  be  the  differ- 
ence.
